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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim 1 requires a new rejection since the proposed limitation, though in dependent claim 6 
was not in claim 1 before this proposed amendment. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that none of the references 
teaches block copolymer. The examiner notes that Mr. Lewis in the declaration filed 12/09/2009 says that the free radical polymerization 
taught in Stratford produces random copolymers. However, the monomer units in Stratford and the claims are the same and there is no 
demonstration in applicant's specification that block-copolymer has unusual and unexpected results over random copolymers comprised of 
the same monomeric units. Also, free radical polymerization has been known to produce block copolymers according to Chiefari et al., 
second full paragraph, left column of page 5559; and Georges et al., right column of page 2988. Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 
The obviousness type double patenting rejections are also maintained because these rejections are not the only rejections. 
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
